DAD WAS ATTACKED IN 
FRONT OF HIS FAMILY 


A FAMILY screamed and 
shouted hysterically when 
the father became the vic¬ 
tim of an unprovoked 
attack as they walked 
home in the Caerau area 
of Maesteg. 

Cardiff Crown Court heard 
that Barry Allsop, who was 
with his wife and children, was 
kicked and punched and suf¬ 
fered a suspected fracture of an 
eye socket, bleeding in one eye, 
and bruising to his back. 

Dane Morgan, 19, and 
Matthew Davies, 23, both of 
Maesteg, pleaded guilty to 
causing actual bodily harm. 

Each was sentenced to 38

weeks in a youth offender insti¬ 
tution suspended for two years, 
ordered to carry out unpaid 
work of 150 hours for the com¬ 
munity, and to be subject to a 
four-month curfew, involving 
electronic tagging. 

Each was also ordered to pay 
their victim £375 compensa¬ 
tion, plus £500 prosecution 
costs. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands said 
the pair had been involved in 
“drunken street violence” and 
it all took place in front of Mr 
Allsop’s family. The court 
heard that Morgan had no pre¬ 
vious convictions. Davies had 


convictions for assault with 
intent to resist arrest, public 
order offences and causing 
actual bodily harm. 

Prosecutor Mary Parry 
Evans said the attack took 
place on June 28, 2008, when 
Mr Allsop was attacked by a 
group of four people, including 
the defendants. 

Davies punched him a num¬ 
ber of times, and Morgan 
kicked him to the body. She 
said the first blow was thrown 
by Davies. 

Ms Parry Evans stated that 
the two others involved had not 
been apprehended. 

David Webster, for Morgan, 
said: “It was a confusing and 
confused melee.”

Boy ( 16 ) 
charged 
with the 
murder of 
local girl 


A 15-YEAR-OLD 
girl was found dead 
in woods just out¬ 
side Aberkenkig, 
and a boy one year 
older has now been 
charged with her 
murder. 

The horror unfolded 
over the weekend - 
beginning when the 
mother of Rebecca 
Aylward contacted 
police on Saturday 
evening (October 23) 
when she failed to return 
home. 

The grim discovery of 
her body came at 9am on 
Sunday morning. Two 
boys were arrested on 
suspicion of murder and 
were questioned by 
police. 

Then, late on Tuesday 
night, one of the boys 
(aged 16) was charged 
with Rebecca’s murder. 

The other 15-year- 


old-boy in custody has 
been released without 
charge. 

Rebecca’s family paid 
a heartfelt tribute, say¬ 
ing: “ Rebecca, also 
known as Becca, was 
dearly loved by all her 
family. She was loved by 
everyone, including all 
her aunts, uncles, and 
cousins 

“She will be sadly 
missed. She was a very 
happy young girl. She 
had an outgoing and 
bubbly personality. 

“She was very moth¬ 
erly towards her younger 
brother and sister, who 
absolutely adored her. 
They have been left dev¬ 
astated by her death. 

“She loved buying 
new clothes and enjoyed 
frequent shopping trips 
with her aunt.

THE WORST IS YET TO COME... 

ALL WALES NOW BRACED FOR 
THE HEAVIEST CUTS IN THE UK 


T HE last 
week in 
Westminster 
was Bridgend- 
focused and at 
least started and 
ended well. 

Monday brought the 
excellent news that 
Mazooma, a Bridgend 
firm, had been won the 
HSBC Start-up 
Company award at the 
Dorchester in London. 
For the next two days, 
however, it was all down 
hill. 

Tuesday brought the 
Bridgend cabinet and a 
Unison delegation to the 
Co mm ons from 
Bridgend. The two arriv¬ 
ing on the same day was 
a coincidence but very 
appropriate given the 
announcements that day. 

Some months back, 
Huw Irranca Davies MP 
and I invited the 
Bridgend cabinet mem¬ 
bers to West mi nster. 

The aim was to look 
at how the Co mm ons 
works, carries out leg¬ 
islative scrutiny, and 
how we could work 
together on the impact of 
legislation locally. 

Tuesday also brought 
the Government 
announcement of the 
Strategic Defence and 
Security Review (SDSR) 
supposedly setting out 
the direction of defence 
policy for the next five 
years. 

The Defence Select 
Committee has recog¬ 
nised this is a cuts-driv- 
en document and not a 
policy and strategy 
review. 


I could spend time 
here talking about how 
the Harrier jet and the 
flagship aircraft carrier, 
the Ark Royal , are to be 
scrapped; the scale of 
our nuclear capability 
reduced and the loss of 
the NimrodMRA4’s 
reduce our maritime 
security, but the impact 
on the ground is on peo¬ 
ple’s jobs. 

A total of 47,000 jobs 
are to be lost; 17,000 
jobs will go within the 
armed forces and 
30,000 civilians working 
in the Ministry of 
Defence. 

Here in Wales, this 
means up to 2,500 MoD 
civil service jobs but it is 
impossible to assess how 
many within the military. 

The armed forces are 
also to face cuts in 
allowances as well as a 
pay freeze for the next 
two years. 

The loss of the 
defence training college 
at St Athan was a terrible 
blow, after repeated 
promises that it would 
go ahead - meaning a 
loss of 5,000 jobs and 
the loss of a projected 
boost to the local econo¬ 
my of £500 million per 
year. 

Sitting in the 
Commons, I could see 
the faces of the Bridgend 
cabinet looking gloomy 
as announcements were 
made. 

Wednesday was 

worse. The 
Comprehensive 
Spending Review 
revealed enormous gov¬ 
ernment cuts to be made 
in the coming years. 

Speculation about the

Review dominated the 
media for weeks, but for 
all the discussion and 
media coverage, the 
Review is a relatively 
brief 100 pages long, 
and the statement in 
Parliament lasted only 
about half an hour. 

This does not reflect 
the enormous changes 
that will be occurring as 
a result of the choices 
made by the 
Government. 

The £81 billion of cuts 
are outlined in the docu¬ 
ment at a rate of almost 
a billion pounds per 
page. 

Most of the detail of 
exactly where the cuts 
will fall is not included 
in the document, and is 
yet to be decided. 

Decisions will be 
made in government 
departments, town halls, 
and within police author¬ 
ities for months to come. 

The effects of the 
budget cuts will be felt 
long after the media cir¬ 
cus following 
Wednesday’s announce¬ 
ment has moved on. 

Cuts are staggered 
over four years, so job 
losses, tax rises and cuts 
to benefit will still be 
kicking in in 2014. 

Like with all things, 
the devil is in the detail: 


It is only when we hear 
the full plans of all gov¬ 
ernment departments that 
we will have the full pic¬ 
ture of how the 
Comprehensive 
Spending Review will 
affect our day-to-day 
lives. 

It is only in the wel¬ 
fare budget that we have 
heard much detail about 
who will lose what. 
Ordinary families will 
lose out most, with cuts 
to help with childcare, 
Child Benefit and Child 
Tax Credit. 

Many of the cuts that 
will affect people’s purs¬ 
es have flown under the 
radar. Announcements to 
freeze a swathe of pen¬ 
sioners’, disability and 
child-related benefits 
will have little effect at 
first, but over the years, 
inflation will eat away at 
frozen incomes. 

Wales is set to be hit 
harder than England or 
Scotland by the cuts. 

The large number of 
public sector jobs in 
Wales means that it is 
likely that we will see 
more redundancy than 
others. 

An independent pre¬ 
diction is that the cuts 
will mean 52,000 jobs 
going in Wales over the 
next four years - equiva¬ 


lent to 4.3 per cent of the 
entire workforce. 

Thursday brought 
two more Bridgend 
councillors to 
Westminster: Peter Foley 
and David Unwin came 
to London, along with 
Aneta Golabek, to deliv¬ 
er a petition to 10 
Downing Street calling 
for improved safety stan¬ 
dards for these gates to 
prevent further deaths. 

Aneta is the cousin of 
Karolina Golabek, who 
was killed aged five, 
when an automatic secu¬ 
rity gate trapped her in 
Bridgend. Her death 
happened at the same 
time as Semelina 
Campbell (age six) died 
in Manchester. 

I was proud to join the 
two families, our coun¬ 
cillors and my colleague 
Tony Lloyd MP to hand 
over the petition in 


Downing Street. 

Last week in 
Parliament was an his¬ 
toric week that will be 
remembered for years, 
but not for the right rea¬ 
sons. 

The unprecedented 
cuts in public services 
that will be required to 
meet budget cuts will 
affect everybody in our 
society, but will hit the 
poorest the hardest. 

If we are to cope with 
the awful times ahead, 
we in Wales must dig 
deep to find more of the 
creativity that helped 
Mazooma win its award. 

We must also re-find 
the compassion and 
strength, which brought 
the Golabek family to 
Wales to build a new and 
better life for Karolina, 
that now has them fight¬ 
ing for others to prevent 
further tragedies.

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Chronic addict 
gets four years 
jail for dealing 
to fund habit 


A DRUGS dealer 
spent £120 a day on 
his heroin habit, it 
was stated at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Mark Thomas, 38, of 
Bridgend, was jailed for 
four years. 

Judge Neil Bidder 
said: “Drug trafficking 
is an evil trade, which 
causes incalculable suf¬ 
fering and leads to 
crime. 

“The courts must 
deter those who embark 
on it.” 

Thomas pleaded 
guilty to possessing 
heroin with intent to 
supply, and supplying 
the drug. 

Prosecutor Tony 
Trigg said that on 
September 7, the police,

while carrying out a 
routine exercise, 

searched Thomas in 
Cemetery Road, 

Bridgend, and found he 
had a number of wraps 
of heroin, which he tried 
to hide in a newspaper. 

He was fully co-oper¬ 
ative and said he was a 
chronic addict and had 
to inject into his groin, 
because it was the only 
place where there was a 
suitable vein. 

He also said he spent 
£120 a day on heroin, 
and sold some of the 
drug to fund his habit. 

Thomas said he esti¬ 
mated he had been deal¬ 
ing for only 16 days. 

Thomas was said to 
have two previous con¬ 


victions for drugs traf¬ 
ficking offences. 

His counsel, Byron 
Broadstock, said that in 
1992, he received a cus¬ 
todial sentence which 
he served in Portland 
Prison, where he was 
first introduced to hero¬ 
in. 

“He has been diag¬ 
nosed with emphysema. 
When he has emotional 
difficulties, he has 
turned to heroin, a drug 
which does not take 
long to take hold.” 

The judge said he 
was a regular retailer to 
others who had not 
learnt his lesson from 
the past. 

“You are a chronic 
addict whose life has 
been greatly affected by 
your drug habit.”

The family statement 
continued: “ She enjoyed 
going out with her 
friends. She had a wide 
circle of friends and was 
popular and well liked 
by all who knew her. 

“All the family have 
been shattered by her 
death. 

“As a family, we are 
all devastated by her 
untimely death and wish 
to be left alone to deal 
with our grief in private. 
Becca can never ever be 
replaced .” 

Police said that they 
were still keen to 
account for Rebecca’s 
movements. She was last 
seen in Sarn Hill, Sarn, 
at around 12:30pm on 
Saturday, October 23, 
when she was dropped 
off by relatives to visit a 
friend. 

Detective Supt Paul 
Burke, senior investigat¬ 
ing officer for the 
enquiry, said: “We need 
to piece together 
Rebecca’s movements 
between 12:30pm on 
Saturday, October 23, 
and 9am on Sunday, 
October 24. 

“I would like to speak 
to anyone who saw 
Rebecca during those 
times or who spoke with 
her on the phone.” 

A post mortem exami¬ 
nation has taken place. 
The cause of death was 
found to be as a result of 
head injuries. 

Chief Supt Carl 
Davies, Divisional 
Commander for the area 
said: “This is a tragic 
incident and my heart 
goes out to Rebecca’s 
family at this difficult 
time. 

“This will no doubt be 
a huge shock to the local 
community. A thorough 
and professional investi¬ 
gation will continue. 

“I know the communi¬ 
ty in this area is extreme¬ 
ly close knit. 

“My appeal today is 
for anyone who has any 
information about 
Rebecca’s whereabouts 
during the key times to 
contact us.” 

Rebecca was a pupil

at Archbishop McGrath 
RC School. The school 
and local education 
authority issued a joint 
statement, saying: “We 
are shocked and sad¬ 
dened to learn of 
Rebecca’s death. 

“She was a very well- 
liked and hard working 
member of the school 
community. 

“Support is also being 
made available to any¬ 
one who has been affect¬ 
ed by Rebecca’s death, 
and additional youth 
workers and counselling 
services are being pro¬ 
vided in the wider com¬ 
munity, along with a help 
and advice hotline 
(01656 724057). 

“As a Catholic com¬ 
munity, pupils, parents, 
teachers, governors and 
staff at the school are 
coming together to sup¬ 
port and care for each 
other, and to offer their 
prayers at this difficult 
time.

Shoppers hurt as 
bargain store’s 
ceiling collapses

SHOPPERS queu¬ 
ing at the checkout 
of a Bridgend store 
had a lucky escape 
when the ceiling 
collapsed. 

Five people suffered 
what were described as 
“minor injuries” and 
four were taken to hos¬ 
pital after the partial 
collapse at the retailer 
Home Bargains in 
Market Street. 

Home Bargains was 
evacuated after the ceil¬ 
ing fell down at about 
11.40am on Tuesday, 
October 26. 

Poundstretcher and 
the Jobcentre, which 
share the same roof, 
were evacuated as a pre¬ 
caution and the road 
was closed. 

A spokesperson from 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council said 
the authority was work¬ 
ing with emergency 
services to assess the 
extent of the damage to 
the stores affected and 
to ensure the safety of 
the public. 

Joe Morris, the oper¬ 
ations director at Home 
Bargains, said: “A sec¬ 


tion of the roof above 
the main entrance of the 
store in Bridgend col¬ 
lapsed. 

“Five people were 
involved in the incident, 
of which four were 
taken to hospital. 

“Home Bargains is 
dealing with the inci¬ 
dent as a matter of 
urgency. I will be on site 
with structural engi¬ 
neers and health and 
safety officers to assess 
the damage to the build¬ 
ing. 

“This particular store 
unit was built in the late 
1970s and we’ve been 
renting it for the past 
three years. 

“We are also in con¬ 
tact with the landlord 
regarding a full inspec¬ 


tion of the property. 

“This is a very upset¬ 
ting situation; the wel¬ 
fare of all our customers 
and staff is of the utmost 
importance to Home 
Bargains. 

“We will endeavour 
to ensure that this inci¬ 
dent is dealt with safely 
and efficiently.” 

There seemed to be 
general agreement that 
water had been leaking 
and building up on top 
of the ceiling. 

In fact, when The 
GEM took the photo¬ 
graph ( above ) water 
was still cascading from 
somewhere in the roof, 
and was pouring out of 
the door.

Miners’ pets charity is 
celebrating silver jubilee 


A SMALL valleys 
charity has just cel¬ 
ebrated its silver 
jubilee. 

Maesteg Animal 

Welfare Society was set 
up by a handful of sup¬ 
porters in 1985 in the 
wake of the year-long 
miners’ strike which left 
the town on its knees. 

Founder member 
Maureen Edwards, who 
is now the society’s co¬ 
ordinator, recalled that 
there was a desperate 
need to raise funds to 
pay for veterinary treat¬ 
ment and food for the 
pets of miners who had 
no money to meet these 
bills themselves. 

She said: “A small 
group, which included 
the late Coun Jennie 
Gibbs and Coun Danny 
Davies, got together to 
set up a society to try 
and help solve the 
immediate problems 
that we were facing in 
the valley.” 

From those small 
beginnings has grown a 
charity which has raised 
close on £1 million in 
this period and rehomed 
thousands of unwanted 
cats and dogs. 

Mrs Edwards said 
that in the early days, 
volunteers would go 
around with collecting 
tins but things moved 
forward when the socie¬ 
ty opened its first chari¬ 
ty shop in Maesteg. 

The present shop was 
taken over almost 20 
years ago and has been 
the society’s main 


source of income ever 
since. It is manned 
entirely by volunteers 
and the society has no 
paid staff. 

The society also has a 
second shop in 
Nantymoel which 
opened some years ago 
and is again run by vol¬ 
unteers led by Tina 
Walters. 

“These two shops 
give us the lion’s share 
of our income,” stated 
society chairman Jayne 
Isaac. “Without them, 
there would be no socie¬ 
ty and no animal wel¬ 
fare work in our two 
valleys. 

“We are also grateful 
to the community as a 
whole, both in Maesteg 


and Ogmore, for its 
unstinting support over 
the years.” 

The society raised 
£85,000 in the last 
financial year and spent 
all £85,000 looking 
after up to 60 homeless 
cats at a time plus up to 
20 dogs. 

Mrs Edwards 

explained: “We take 
animals from a wide 
area of south Wales and 
beyond. We take in as 
many as we have room 
for but there has been 
increasing pressure, 
especially with unwant¬ 
ed cats. 

“With 60 cats in our 
cattery at a time, it costs 
£180 a day, seven days a 
week and that’s before 


we have paid for ken¬ 
nelling and to help peo¬ 
ple with vets’ bills.” 

The society celebrat¬ 
ed its 25 th birthday with 
special cakes shared 
between volunteers and 
customers at both shops 
and washed down with a 
glass of sparking wine. 

“This is a celebration 
of all the work we have 
done and everything we 
have achieved,” added 
Maureen. “We have lost 
some of our best work¬ 
ers and supporters over 
these years and our 
thoughts are with them. 

“We know how 
pleased they would be 
to see us reach this mile¬ 
stone. Here’s to the next 
25 years!”

Llynfi Valley 
rivercare group 
carries out its 
latest clean-up 


RESIDENTS at 
Maesteg are fight¬ 
ing plans to turn a 
former church hall 
into accommoda¬ 
tion for youngsters. 

The Yellow Project, 
which operates train¬ 
ing sessions at the for¬ 
mer Parish Hall in 
Llynfi Road, is consid¬ 
ering providing accom¬ 
modation in the build¬ 
ing for young people 
leaving care who also 
need training. 

The hall was con¬ 
verted into an 
Abbeyfield Home for 
the Elderly called Ty 
Llynfi before it closed. 

Residents have con¬ 
tacted Maesteg Town 
Council stating that 
flats currently operat¬ 
ed by Yellow in the 
nearby Bowrington 
Arcade were a source 
of problems to local 
people. 

It is further away 
from houses than Ty 
Llynfi, which has hous¬ 
es on both sides. They 


intend to organise a 
petition and have 
asked the town council 
for support. 

Clerk Joan Fielding 
reported that a second 
letter has been received 
- this time from the 
development manager 
of Yellow Wales, stating 
that the organisation 
was still considering its 
options and no deci¬ 
sions have been made. 

He stated that there 
would be full consulta¬ 
tion with residents 
once a decision has 
been made. 

Coun Keith 

Edwards said that the 
town council had to 
await developments 
and see what Yellow 
Wales had in mind. 

Coun Terry Mizen 
felt that they should 
not pre judge the issue 
but make a decision 
when the facts were 
known. He said that 


they did not have suffi¬ 
cient information at 
the moment. 

Coun Ross Thomas 
welcomed promises of 
full consultation. 

“We do not want a 
clash between the 
Yellow Project and res¬ 
idents who have con¬ 
cerns. 

“They should hold 
community consulta¬ 
tions as soon as possi¬ 
ble,” he urged. 

Coun Ian Jones 
recalled that the matter 
had been raised at 
PACT meetings and it 
was essential that there 
were full consultations 
with the public. 


THE Llynfi 

Rivercare and 
Environment 
Group has cleaned 
the river from the 
top of Caerau down 
the valley. 

Coun Terry Mizen 
told Maesteg Town 
Council that most areas 
along the river have now 
been cleaned. 

He said that anglers 
were starting to catch 
trout, as well as salmon 
weighing up to four 
pounds. There had been 
a dramatic improvement 
in water quality. 

The group received an 
award from Tidy Wales 


and Valleys To Coast for 
its work, along with a 
£100 cheque. 

It has sprayed 21 dif¬ 
ferent sites along the 
river bank to kill the 
Japanese Knotweed and 
this was the first part of a 
three years programme 
which would see repeat 
spraying for the next two 
years. 

The town’s offer to 
train two additional vol¬ 
unteers in spraying tech¬ 
niques had been accept¬ 
ed, and the group would 
be choosing whom to 
train. 

They would then be 
able to spray sites of 
knotweed selected by the 
council. 

He added that the new 
footbridge at Cwmdu 
Street was in place and 
the group will be 
strengthening the banks 
in this area in the spring. 

Coun Phil White said 
that the Caerau 
Development Trust had 
been successful in get¬ 
ting a team of eight to 10 
people through the 
Future Jobs Fund, to 
carry out environmental 
work in the valley, and 
this team would be avail¬ 
able for six months. 

The council should 
submit suggestions for 
projects they could do, 
Coun White added.

He could not under¬ 
stand how Coun 
Jenkins had been 
involved in meetings on 
this subject and he was 
concerned that some of 
the information com¬ 
ing back was not accu¬ 
rate. 

Coun Bill May com¬ 
mented that the bid 
that was put into 


Western Valleys was 
for £187,000 but the 
maximum that would 
be allowed is £139,000 
- leaving a gap of

Attacks on shop 
workers prompt 
call by local MP 


BRIDGEND MP 
Madeleine Moon 
has backed Usdaw 
in their call for 
respect for retail 
workers, after they 
released preliminary 
survey results that 
show more than one 
million shopworkers 
were assaulted, 
threatened or ver¬ 
bally abused in the 
last 12 months. 

The survey shows that 
six per cent of shop- 
workers were subjected 
to violent attack; 37 per 
cent were threatened 
with harm; and a mas¬ 
sive 70 per cent had suf¬ 
fered verbal abuse. 

While reported inci¬ 
dents of assault are 
slightly down, incidents 
of threats and abuse 
have increased since last 
year. 


Also revealed in the 
survey is that around 50 
per cent of incidents of 
abuse were as a result of 
selling age-restricted 
products such as alco¬ 
hol, cigarettes and 
aerosols. 

Mrs Moon comment¬ 
ed: “Shopworkers 
deserve respect and they 
have my full support. We 
must do more to help 
them do their job safely. 

“I would like to see a 
high-profile publicity 
campaign in support of 
no ID - no sale ’ and 
ensuring that young peo¬ 
ple are aware that it is 
an offence to attempt to 
buy alcohol if you are 
under 18. 

“That is why I have 
written to the Minister to 
show my support and 
help make the voices of 
shopworkers heard. ”

fun day ‘flop’ say

Welsh 
coalfields 
charity 
marks a 
decade 
of success 


A CHARITY set up to 
battle the decline in 
Wales’ former mining 
communities has suc¬ 
ceeded in helping to 
transform their envi¬ 
ronment, making life 
better for the people 
who live in them.

10 years.

RESISTANCE is 
growing in Maesteg 
to a ‘shotgun wed¬ 
ding’ which would 
see the town’s 
Citizens Advice 
Bureau merged 
with the one in 
Bridgend. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council granted 
both bureaux a three-year 
funding package which 
expires in April. The 
package was dependent 
on the bureaux merging 
by next March. 

However, advisors 
working in Maesteg fear 
that merger could result 
in the closure of the 
bureau, leaving residents 
having to travel to 
Bridgend for help and 
advice. 

The chairman of the 
Maesteg CAB advisors 
team, Michael Lawler, 
has written to Maesteg

Town Council asking for 
support in fighting any 
merger plan. 

In his letter, Mr 
Lawlor states: “Maesteg 
Bureau is an integral part 
of the community, offer¬ 
ing help and advice in 
town and also in the out¬ 
reach in Caerau. 

“It would be unhelpful 
to expect clients, who are 
often in financial diffi¬ 
culties, to travel to 
Bridgend for advice.” 

The Maesteg bureau 
occupies the first floor of 
the newly-refurbished 
council offices in Talbot 
Street. 

The Bridgend bureau 
occupies town centre 
premises in Dunraven 
Place in Bridgend. 

There are fears in 
Maesteg that if the 
bureaux merge, income 
that should go to running 


the Maesteg bureau will 
be diverted into meeting 
the high rent of the 
Bridgend premises. 

One Maesteg advisor 
went on: “Those premis¬ 
es in Bridgend are a lux¬ 
ury. If we have one man¬ 
agement board and one 
joint income, our fear is 
that Maesteg will sub¬ 
sidise Bridgend.” 

When the matter came 
up at Maesteg Town 
Council, Coun Bernard 
Bolger said that a pro¬ 
posal to merge the two 
bureaux had been talked 
about for 20 years: “But I 
am sure Maesteg will 
want to stay independ¬ 
ent,” he added. 

Coun Keith Edwards 
said that he had been 
under the impression that 
the Maesteg bureau 
would be the main office 
- if there were a merged

A more intensive 
clean-up of the Maesteg 
memorial is needed 
because of its proximity 
to trees in the grounds of 
St David’s Church.

bureau. We need the 
facts. We should have a 
report at the next meet¬ 
ing.”

Moves are now afoot 
in Maesteg to fight any 
merger plans and to keep 
the Maesteg bureau inde¬ 
pendent.

‘Save Our Cinema’ 
group plans day at 
the Welsh Assembly

THE Save Our 
Cinema Association 
is to present its 
petition to the 
National Assembly 
in November, argu¬ 
ing that the Theatre 
Royal should be 
preserved for local 
entertainment. 

The chairman of 
SOCA, Mr Bob 
Armstrong, said he 
believed the campaign 


group’s case was more 
likely to be heard at the 
Assembly than at the 
Vale Council. 

Mr Armstrong said: 
“Jane Hutt, the Vale’s 
Assembly Member and 
SOCA members Paul 
Sutton and Wendy 
Marsh will make the 
presentation to the peti¬ 
tions committee. 

“We have both a hard 


copy petition and an on¬ 
line petition which we 
will present, along with 
the original petition 
which was started after 
the cinema closed down 
and numbered more than 
10,000 names. 

“I think we will get a 
proper hearing there. 

“The Vale Council 
don’t consider us at all, 
and are ignoring us.” 

Making a presenta¬ 
tion to the petitions com¬ 
mittee has produced 
benefits for Barry 

before. 

Three years ago, 
Pride in Barry made a 
formal presentation, 
making its case for pub¬ 
lic funding, and this 
week there has been an 
announcement on five 
local projects that will 
benefit from Welsh 

Assembly grants. 

The cinema group 
want the Extra Care 
facility proposed by 
Hafod Care, which 

includes 42 flats, to be 
located at the Waterfront 


rather than on the site of 
the Theatre Royal. Mr 
Armstrong said: “We 
would still like people to 
lobby their councillors, 
not just in Barry, but 
across the Vale too. 

“Although the 

Theatre Royal is in 
Barry, people through¬ 
out the Vale are also 
concerned that we don’t 
have a cinema in the 
area. 

“It’s time councillors 
listened to what their 
electors are telling them. 
A lot of people think this 
is all over, but it isn’t.” 

Mr Armstrong point¬ 
ed out that the cinema 
had closed, the driving 
test centre had retreated 
to Cardiff, the future of 
the Vale Magistrates 
Court was hanging in the 
balance and Metrix had 
stalled. 

“It is worrying and 
seems to be a trend. 
Where is the invest¬ 
ment? It seems we are 
pushing jobs out of the 
Vale.” 

The Vale Council 
chose not to make a 
comment at this stage.

tial to leave much of a 
lasting impression. 

Narratively and tonal¬ 
ly, we are on familiar 
territory here, the film,

Bruce Willis 
is a very good actor, and 
the likes of 12 Monkeys 
and The Sixth Sense 
attest to that, but all too 
often Willis falls into the 
trap of essaying a char¬ 
acter that is similar to 
others he has portrayed. 

Here, his man of vio¬ 
lence who has lapsed 
into a peaceful life is not 
far removed from Jimmy 
Tudeski in The Whole 9 
Yards, and Willis, though 
always watchable, is 
seemingly on autopilot 
throughout. 

Aside from gravitas 
and more than a hint of 
cool, Morgan Freeman 
similarly coasts by in his 
role, the highlight being 
seeing him dressed in 
what can only be 
described as a ‘Sgt 
Pepper’-esque military 
outfit. 

Once you get over 
the pleasure of seeing 
the Queen blasting away 
with guns, Helen 
Mirren’s turn is much 
like Freeman’s, as ever 
hugely watchable and 
with no little degree of 
gravitas, but lacking any 
great deal of substance. 

It’s John Malkovich 
who, of the main four 
stars, is the stand-out 
here - an actor who has 
never been afraid to be 
off the wall, and who is 
similarly kooky here. 

The character of 
Marvin was supposedly 
exposed to LSD for 11 
years and Malkovich 
obviously enjoys taking 
on the role and the 
comedic freedom it pro¬ 
vides. 

While not hitting his 
best oddbod, Malkovich 
is still nonetheless 
incredibly watchable, 
and, unlike the others, 
brings a degree of life to 
the character. The more 
entertaining turns are 
found in the support 
cast, Mary-Louise

Parker nearly stealing 
the film in a wonderful¬ 
ly-judged light turn as

cast high on quality but 
low on actual impor¬ 
tance to the story. 

Screenwriters Jon and 
Erich Hoeber do well to 
condense the film’s 
somewhat overly-com¬ 
plicated plot into a 
smooth ride, and give 
the film a touch of a 
road movie set-up with 
action moving from 
location to location. 
While the actual story 
itself is generic in the 
extreme, the scriptwrit¬ 
ers at least keep it mov¬ 
ing at a pace, never let¬ 
ting the story sag enough 
to make you think too 
hard about the logic of 
what is going on. 

Sitting in the direc¬ 
tor’s chair, Robert 
Schwentke does a decent 
job behind the camera, 
using some nice visual 
tics to give the film a 
graphic novel feel and, 
along with the script, 
giving the film a zippy 
pace. 

However, for an 
action comedy, there is 
precious little of the for¬ 
mer that is fresh or 
exciting. The latter is 
adequate but little more, 
and Schwentke’s inexpe¬ 
rience is a factor, unable 
to marshal his talents to 
create anything that is 
more than simply enter¬ 
taining. 

While that is hardly 
the most damning of 
verdicts, the fact is that 
given the talent involved 
Red could have been an 
awful lot more - as it is, 
it will keep your brain 
occupied for two hours 
and leave no trace. 

VERDICT -An 
enjoyable film, but noth¬ 
ing more, Red is less 
than the sum of its parts, 
and while entertaining 
squanders any promise it 
had. 

The likes of Willis, 
Freeman and Mirren 
may largely phone it in, 
but at least John 
Malkovich and Mary- 
Louise Parker bring a 
bit of life to the perform¬ 
ances, and as a result 
give the film a needed 
lift. Average.

Strolling in steps 
of a Norman lord 


RECENTLY, on a lovely 
morning two walkers joined 
leader Val Hartrey for a walk 
in the Roath Park area, start¬ 
ing from the lower end of the 
botanic gardens, which feature 
a large rose garden, conserva¬ 
tory and playground, set 
against a backdrop of lawns 
and conifers with shrub and 
herbaceous borders. 

During Norman times, the Roath 
area was a huge farm that fed the 
Norman lord Fizhammon, based at 
Cardiff Castle, his tenants and work¬ 
ers. 

In 1887, the 3rd Marquis of Bute 
and a few landowners gave 120 acres 
of boggy marshland to Cardiff 
Corporation with over 100 acres com¬ 
ing directly from the Bute estate. The 
park was opened in 1894 and the 30- 
acre lake was created by damming the 
Nant Fawr stream. 

Roath possibly derives its name 
from the Gaelic word rath - meaning 
fort, but perhaps a more accurate deri¬ 
vation is from the Welsh rhodd - 
meaning gift. 

Reaching the Wild Gardens, which 
play host to a variety of native and 
exotic trees, they crossed two roads 
and joined a footpath alongside 
Cardiff High School and the Nant 
Fawr stream. The path wended its 
way through woodland to reach 
Wood’s Covert, part of Nant Fawr 
Wood to the Llanishen and smaller 
Lisvane reservoir. 

In 2002, the American firm Western 


Power, which owns both sites, applied 
for planning permission to fill in the 
reservoirs and build houses, which 
was strongly opposed by the local, 
community and other agencies. 

In 2008, they resubmitted plans 
which were rejected by the Welsh 
Assembly Government and in 2009, 
CADW made the area a site of his¬ 
toric interest.

Bonvilston’s Tom Harvey reflects 
on his record-breaking racing year 


AS the dust settles 
on another season, 
south Wales’ Tom 
Harvey has been left 
to reflect on a 
breakthrough year 
that saw him not 
only set a new 
record for the num¬ 
ber of national podi¬ 
um finishes in a sin¬ 
gle campaign, but 
also claim the 
British 
Championship 
crown and firmly 
establish himself as 
the most consistent 
MSA Cadet class 
driver in the coun¬ 
try. 

It was barely a year 
ago that Tom registered 
his maiden national tri¬ 
umph in the hotly-con¬ 
tested, Lewis Hamilton 


and Bernie Ecclestone- 
backed Formula Kart 
Stars Championship 
(FKS) at Whilton Mill - 
and now he has eight 
more to his name, and 14 
further rostrum finishes 
to-boot up against the 
stiffest opposition that 
has been seen for some 
time. 

Wrapping up the 
Super 1 Series laurels a

After dominating 
practice, on race rubber 
he suddenly lost six 
lOths of a second - and 
with them, sadly, all 
chance of securing the 
title. 

Still, with victories at 



Whilton Mill, Rowrah, 
Nutts Corner and even 
overseas at Genk in 
Belgium - as a spellbind¬ 
ing mid-season charge 
saw him go unbeaten for 
six national finals on the 
trot - Tom certainly 
made people sit up and 
take notice of his preco¬ 
cious potential in 2010. 

With it taking a con¬ 


siderable amount of 
effort to compete suc¬ 
cessfully in FKS and 
Super 1 - one alone is 
challenge enough - the 
12-year-old was the only 
driver in Britain to fea¬ 
ture right up at the sharp 
end and do battle for 
glory in both.

“People have told me

sandth! It’s been unbe¬ 
lievable. I remember at 
Genk, it was particularly 
hectic - any one of 17 
drivers could have won.
